The Distilling and Oattle Feeding 
Company has met with another re- 
veree before the courts In its attempts 
to carry out the provisions of its no- 
torious rebate system. In last week’s 
issue of the Reporter we gave a syn- 
opsis of a suit recently decided in the 
United States Oourt at Peoria, Illi- 
nois, wherein a prominent eastern 
liquor house contested the legality of 
the arrangement under which the 
“Trust” claimed the exclusive patron- 
age of its customers, After an ex-

ordered the payment of plaintiff's 
claim, amountin,z to more than thir- 
ty-sevon thousand dollars. This is 
by far the most important case of its 
kind, in point of amount involved, 
that has ever been passed upon judi- 
cially in connection with the ‘‘Trust’s” 
rebate system. It is particularly im- 
portant from the fact that it is the 
first interpretation given by a tribu- 
nal of the United States upon the va- 
lidity of the Distilling Company’s re- 
bate plan, and as the decision dis- 
closes a practical unaaimity of judg- 
ment between the courts of the gen- 
eral government and those of the sev- 
eral states, upon the issues in ques- 
tion, it can now scarcely be consid- 
ered an open question as to the ille- 
gality of the obnoxious rebate re- 
quirements. 

The general laws of the State of 
Illinois, applicable to combinations 
in restraint of trade, are being in- 
voked with vigor by the authorities, 
not only against the ‘‘Whiskey 
Trust,’’ but also against other con- 
cerns of similar oppressive tenden- 
cies. Already, as pointed out by the 
REPORTER two weeks ago, the prelim- 


6 | inary quo warranio proceedings, which 


have oeen pending in the court at 
Chicago, have terminated disad- 
vantageously to the ‘‘Trust,” and 
upon a final hearing of the case there 
exists no doubt among well ‘in- 
formed legai practitioners that the 
charter of the Distilling Company 
will be declared forfeited by the 
court. 

The enactments against combina- 
tions made during the past few years 
by the legislature of the State of Il- 
linois are particulariy stringent, and 
in the action instituted against the 
“Whiskey Trust'' by the Attorney 
General of that State based upon 
those iaws, itis difficult to see how 
the concern expects to escape from 
the consequences of its wrong-doing, 
In fact, the institution does not seem 
to entertain any strong hopes of ex- 
tricating itse:f from this legal en- 
tanglement, and in his late re- 
port to the directors of the concern 
the president of the Distilling Oom- 
pany practically concedes this point, 
The document in question says: ‘‘Re- 
ferring to the late decision in the 
quo warranto proceedings against our 
vompany at Chicago, I can state that 
the possible outcome of the same, 
would only require some changes in 
organization which can readily be ac- 
complished if necessary.”’ This de- 
claration, of course, was intended 
solely to allay the fears of and give 
encouragement to the stockholders, 
who had become considerably alarm- 
ed by the course of recent events, 
To say that “some change in organ- 
ization’? may become necessary can 
mean notning else than that the Dis- 
tilling Oompany may be forced to 
abandon its rebate policy upon the 
final trial of the quo warranto case. 
Upon the disappearance of this ob- 
noxious feature the concern will be 
compelled to compete fairly with the 
independent producers and this will 
be equivalent to a total extinction of 
its coercive power. The influence of 


the “Trust” is no longer an important 
factor in the trade, and by degrees, 
not only will it vanish entirely, but 
the odious concern itself will fall un- 
der the weight of its own degrada- 
tion.

DECREASED SHIPMENTS OF HEAVY 
CHEMICALS. 


The report of the shipments of 
heavy chemicals to the United 
States from Liverpool during the 
first quarter of the year having 
recently come to hand, show the 
effects of the depression in business, 
which not only exists in this 
country, but in all sections of 
the world. When the chemical 
market is dull and depressed it is 
certain evidence that all kindred 
trades are in the same dull condition, 
for the reason that chemicals enter 60 
largely into all mauufactures of the 
various industries, Stocks having 
accumulated so largely abroad it is 
intimated that the various alkali 
makers are contemplating(if they have 
not already done so) a suspension 
of work for afortnight,or three weeks, 
In that case it means the throwing out 
of employment of thousands of work- 
men. The decrease in the shipments 
of carbonated sods ash to the United 
States during the quarter ending 
April first shows a decline of about 
twenty per cent, as compared with 
the same period in i893. While the 
figures for alkali are not given, the 
impression is they also show a similar 
decline. The recent drop in the price of 
ammonia alkali has not stimulated 
buying on the part of consumers in 
any section of the world. 

Caustic soda also shows a de- 
cline of forty per cent. in shipments 
for the same period. There are 
various causes assigned for this de- 
cline, the chief one, no doubt, being 
traced to the large sales made of do- 
mestic make at low figures previous 
to the agreement or mutual under- 
standing which was brought about 
early in the year among the 
makers. The consumption has also 
fallen pending tariff legislation, as 
few buyers care to increase their 
stocks without a duty clause protect- 
ing the buyer being inserted in the 
coutracts. The unsettled condition 
of the glass trade in this country, 
arising not only from tariff legisla- 
tion, but from excessive stocks being 
carried by manufacturers, caused by 
ths large falling off in new building 
enterprises throughout the country, 
has had a serious effect upon the 
consumption of foreign salt cake, 
the shipments of which for the past 
quarter show a decline of over fifty 
per cent. as compared for the same 
period of 1893. The domestic makers 
have also felt the ill effects of the 
protracted shut down by the 
various glass plants, and in 
order to prevent any serious accumu- 
lation of stocks of salt cake, many 
have discontinued the making of mu. 
riatic acid. The sharp competition 
which has existed among the makers 
of domestic sal soda in the West, 
forcing prices down toa point below 
any ever known by consumers of this 
article, may be the chief cause of the 
large falling off in importations of 
foreign makes during the first 
quarter of the year, as compared with 
those during the same period of 1893, 
they having been over fifty-five per 
cept. smaller. Probably the real 
cauee of this large falling off in ship- 
ments of foreign sal soda to this 
country may be traced to the use of 
‘‘garbopnated crystal,” which is largely 
taking the place of ordinary or com- 
mercial sal soda- While the ship- 
ments of bleaching powder show a 
slight falling off, equal to about 
twenty-five per cent., the recent start- 
ing up of a large number of paper 
and other mills who consume vast 
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quantities of this article, which have 
been shut down for a long period, will 
no doubt bring up the average during 
the next quarter, as stocks of prime 
hard wood makes are unusually lighff. 
With this exception the outlook for 
the consumption of heavy chemicals 
in this country, for the next six 


months, is anything but bright,

POSITION OF BALSAM PERU. 


It has been evident for some time 
past that the position of balsam of 
Peru fully warranted the belief that 
higher prices for the article would 
prevail during the present season, 
About four months ago we pointed 
out editorially the principal factors 
which were then influencing the 
market, and from the conditions then 
existing it seemed to require only a 
slight stimulation of the consuming 
demand to cause an enhancement 
in values. Since the beginning 
of the year quotations for this 
balsam have been exceptionally 
firm and recently, as our market 
reports for several weeks past will 
show, there has been a steady move- 
ment in the direction of better 
prices. This feature of the situation 
is not a peculiarity of this market 
alone, but from the centers of trade 
in Europe the advices are substanti- 
ally a reflection of the situation else- 
where. As we have heretofore indi- 
cated in our editorial columns, the 
cause of the present improvement in 
prices is attributable wholly to the 
depletion of stocks in all the markets 
of the world. During the past 
few months the shipments from 
primary sources to this and 
other markets have been exceed- 
ingly light, end, asa better dem 
from consuming channels deve 
with the opening of the sprin 


for early additions to the availabh 
stocks- While there has been no ap- 
parent speculative action in the ar- 
ticle of late, there are no doubt op- 
erators on both sides of the water 
who would willingly take advantage 
of the present opportunity, provided 
holders would part with their goods 
on what might be considered favor- 
able terms. The bulk of the stock in 


this market is said to be in 
strong hunds and there is little 


probability of any movement look- 
ing to the absorption of the 
stocks proving successful. Orders 
have recently been in the market 
from European buyers, who are said 
to be anxious to cover their wants as 
completely as possible, but it does 
not appear that any extensive trans- 
actions have resulted from the nego- 
tiations, Prices have lately advanced 
materially abroad, and as this now 
seems to be the cheapest market in 
the world, it stands to reason that 
with a continuance of the existing 
domestic demand and the further de- 
velopment of the export inquiry, val- 


ues here will continue to harden.

The report uf vperations during 
April in the producing fields of Penn- 
sylvania, New York and parts of 
Ohio and West Virginia which are 
included in the compilation of sta- 
tistics of Penosylvania oil, show that 
there has been a increase in every 
department of development work, 
which may be attributed to the 
higher prices ruling in the specu- 
lative markets, the producers being 
encouraged thereby to extend opera- 
tions. There is not only an increase 
in development work, but the result 
of operations during the month show 
an increase in new production, though 
the average production of the wells is 
the smallest in over a year. The re- 
sults of operations during, the past 
month have not been encouraging 
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and this may deter the prosecution of 
fleld operations, notwithstanding the 
higher prices ruling far the product.

During April 278 wells were drilled, 


of which sixty-eight proved unpro- 
ductive. The production of these wells 


at the closeof the month amounted 


to 7,386 barrels, which is an average 
ofa little over twenty-six and one- 


half barrels per well. The increase in 


the number of wells completed was 


sixty-one and in production 1,258 bar- 


rels, The number of wells drilling at 


the close of the month was 347, which 


shows an increase of seventeen. The 


number of rigs in course of erection 
was 233, being an increase of forty 
six and making the total increase in 
new werk under way sixty-three wells. 

In the Ohio fields 202 wells were 
completed during the month of April, 
which is an increase of twenty-three. 


The production of these wells at the 


close of the month was 5,646 barrels, 
showing an increase of 1,060 barrels. 
Of the wells drilled during the mozth 
twenty-five proved to be unproduc- 


tive, which is a smaller proportion of 


failures than during either of the two 
preceding months. The average pro- 
duction of the April wells was nearly 
twenty seven and one-half barrels. 
The number of wells drilling at the 
close of the month was 137, which is 
an increase of ten. The number of 
rigs in course of erection was eighty- 
seven, showing a decrease of three, 
and making the Let increase of de- 
velopment work seven wells. 

The report of operations ia the In- 
diana flelds makes a different exhibit. 
The number of wells completed was 
eighty, which is a decrease of twenty- 
three. Of these fifteen proved dry. 


The production of the April wells at 


the close of the month was 3,176 bar- 
rels, which is a decrease of 420 bar- 
rels, The average production was 
thirty-nine and five-eighths barrels, 
which is an increase of about five bar- 
rels per well. The number of wells 
drilling at the close of the month was 
fifty-six, showing a decrease of eigh- 
teen, and the number of rigs in course 
of construction was forty. This was 
a@ decrease of six and makes the total 
decrease of new work under way 
twenty four wells.

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other relief. The Standard Oil 
for pany of Ohio filed its answer to 
GP tition, and the attorney gene 
al thereupon demurred to such ana-

Attorney-General Hancock gavea 
ing at Albay last Thursday on 
the application of the Oentral Labor 
tion and otner New York city trade 
organizations petitioning for the in- 
tution by the state of an action 
forthe dissolution of the charter of 
te Standard Oll Company of New 
ork City, 
The main grounds on which the 
plication is based are that the 
Yreement entered into on Japuary 
41882, between certain persons and 
“porations forming what is known 
‘the Standard Oil agreement served 


to establish & monopoly, and further 
that the agreement in question tend- 
ed to create copartnership relations 
between the corporations which were 
parties to the agreement. 

Ia opposing the application the de- 
fendant’s counsel declared that the 
affidavits of the petitioner are all on 
information and belief, and that the 
affidavits of the company denied 
everything set forth in the petition- 
ers’ affidavits. He asserted that while 
the application is made ostensibly by 
the labor organizations. it is really in 
the interest of George Rice, an oil re- 
finer of Ohio, who has been in litiga- 
tion with the Standard Oil Company 
for years. As to the merits of the 
case Mr. Ohoate said that the 
Standard Oil Trust agreement 
has actualiy been dissolved, and 
that the trustees under the 
agreement no longer exist and 
can no longer vote on the stock held 
under this agreement. More than a

The German Chemical Industry. 


In November of last year we com- 
mented upon the crisis through which 
the German pharmaceutico chemical 
industry was then passing, and on the 
gradual tendency towards a decline 
in the dividends of many important 
factories. At that time the condition 
of trade looked particularly black for 
the German chemical industry. Al- 
most all foreign countries to which it 
exports were passing through more 
or less acute commercial erises. The 
tariff war witn Russia wae in full pro- 
gress and showed no signs of speedy 
termination, and from all parts of 
Germany came grievous complaints 
of want of markets for the ariline dyes 
and pharmaceutical chemicals which 
are among the principal export arti- 
cles from that country. Since then 
the sky has very much brightened, 
and during the last five or six weeks 
there has been a general and marked 
rise in the quotations of chemical 
shares on the German Stock Ex- 
changes. Our contemporary, the 
Pharmaceutiscne Zeitung, mentions a 
dozen or go of the principal concerns 
of which the shares have been affected 
by this sudden boom. The list will 
be interesting to our readers, and we 
therefore reproduce it selow:

‘I'he run has been caused chiefly by 
the ratification of the Russo-German 
commercial treaty,which again opens 
the important Russian mark -t to the 
products of the German dye and 
chemical factories. Tosome German 
factories, such as Schering’s chemi- 
cal works in Berlin, the reopening of 
the Russian market has been an un- 
doubted boon, and the rise in their 
shares is accordingly considered to 
be well justified; but it is pointed out 
with apparent reasonableness that 
upon the whole the chemical industry 
of Germany has suffered less from the 
effects of the Russian tariff war than 
apy other, inasmuch as its products 
are either so necessary to he Russian 
consumer that even the increased 
duty has not prevented their contin- 
ued importation, or because the fac- 
tories affected have their own works 
in Russia. To the latter class belong 
such large factories as Meister, Lu 
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clus & Bruning, the Badische 
Anilin und Soda Fabrik, the 
German Solvay works and others. 
The depression in the share value 
of these factories last autumn was nce 
doubt largely the work of unjustifi- 
able speculation, and the same may 
be said of their recent sudden boom. 
When the rumor gained ground that 
the dividend of the Badische Anilin- 
fabrik would exceed the expectations. 
its shares advanced 16 per cent. in one 
bound, and “‘bull’”’ speculation in the 
shares of the Meister, Lucius & Brun- 
ing’s factory was carried to such an 
extent that the official price Het of 
the Berlin Stock Exchange was com- 
pelled to cease quoting them, as they 
could not be obtained even at 30 per 
cent, advance on the highest point. 

Schering’s chemical worke in Berlin 
will pay a dividend of 19 per sent. for 
1893, compared with one of 20 per 
cent. for 1892; the Badische Anilin 
fabrik distributes 10 per cent., against 
9 per cent. the year before. The Farb 
werke, vormals Meister, Lucius & 
Bruning, at Hochst-on-Main, report 
that,notwithstanding many influences 
unfavorable to the development of 
their industry, the value of the com- 
pany’s sales of coal tar products 
reached a considerably higher figure 
in 1893 than in 1892, The continued 
expansion of the business has render- 
ed necessary a large extension of the 
works. The net profit for 1893 is 
1,671,699m., against 1,344,195m, in 1892, 
and the share holders will receive 28 
per cent. dividend against 26 per cent. 
the year before. The company now 
owns 12,000,000m. worth of real prop 
erty, and possesses an active capital 
of 17,000,000m. The chemicai factory 
at Billwarder, near Hamburg (former 
ly Hel! & Sthamer,) had not yuite as 
favorable a year in 1893 as in 1892, al - 
though still in a position to pay an 8 
per cent, dividend, compared with 9 
per cent. in 1892, The company’s 
ross receipts from sales were 620,- 
665m., against 612.879m. in 1892, but 
the rate of profit has been less, the 
total net profit being only 241,928m., 
against 280,165m. in 1892. 

Chemical factories of which the 
products are not so closely allied with 
pharmacy as those of the foregoing 
appear generally to have had a good 
year. although in many instances the 
protits have failed to reach the high 
tigures of 1891 and 1892. Thus the 
chemical products factory at Pommer- 
enzdorf,near Stettin, has made a gross 
profit of 394,134m., of which, however, 
160,000m is divisibie among sharehold- 
ers, the rest being written off, divided 
among directors and employes, and 
used (to the extent of 20,229m.) for 
purposes described by the Mark 
Cwainian word of Arbeiterwohlfahrt- 
seinrichtungep, which, translated, 
means institutions for tne well-being 
of workmen. The shareholders in 
the Ohemische Fabrik Buckau, of 
Magdeburg, have a net profit of 
$18,622m. to divide, which will give 
them a clear 8 per cent. on the nom- 
inal vaiue of their shares. Trade, 
say the directors of the company, has 
generally been favorable. but only 
by the most strenuous efforts has it 
been possible to secure a large 
enough gale of the factories’ goods 
to enable the works to carry on 
operations without intermission, The 
alkali-factory at Westeregeln, which 
has paid no dividend for some time, 
appears likely to distribute 5 per 
cent. for 1898. Georg Egestorff’s 
salt works will increase the 1892 divi- 
dend of 8 per cent, to one of 8% per 
cent, for 1893, and the chemical fac- 
tory ‘“Askania” at Leopoldshall, 
having earned 50,338m. net profit, 
against 17,660m. in 1892,has been able 
to increase its dividends from $ to 
8% per cent. The annual report is 
sued by the directors of the chemical 
works “Silesia” is a most rogseate de 
acrition. The sales of this corpor- 
ation, which manufacture alkali, 
chlorates of potash and soda, and 
other heavy chemicals, have amount- 
ed to 7,891,740m. last year, of which 
1,784,480m. was profit. The report 
calls attention to the coming changes 
in manufacturing processes that are 
now casting their shadows over the 
heavy chemical industry. In the 
Prussian province of Saxony, for in- 
stances, two large factories for the 
electrclytic decomposition of chloride 
of sodium and potassium are now in 
course of construction, and will prob- 
ably commence working this year.— 
Chemist and Druggist. 
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The Plomo Mining Oo., Mansfield, 
O., and Colorado,has been incorporat 
ed with a capital stock of $100,000, 


The Harrison Mining Oo., Hmited, 
Fairville, New Brunswick, and Ool- 
orado, has been incorporated with a 
capital stock of $200,000. 


Production ot Insect Flowers in the 
United States. 


Pyrethrum appears to be grown on 
a commercial scale in this count 
thus far only in Oalifornia. The &. 
tensive use of pyrethrum powder as 
an insecticide has excited considerable 
interest in the culture of the plants 
used for that purpose,viz.: Pyrethrum 
cineraricefolium and P. rozeum. These 
are composite plants with flower 
heads somewhat resembling single 
chrysanthemums, which, when pul- 
verized, form a Dalmatian, Persian 
and buhach insect powders. The P, 
cineraricefolium has found great favor 
in Oalifornia, and its culture in Mer- 
ced county, as well as in Los Angeies 
county, has assumed large propor- 
tions. The culture of this species so 
far as known, has only been carried 
on on level land with plentiful irriga- 
tion, but the fact that nearly all 
species of pyrethrum are natives of 
mountains, seemed to indicate that 
the hot plains would not be the best 
place. Experiments in the Santa 
Oruz mountains indicated the suc- 
cess of this species there. While P 
roseum is the prettier species, it can- 
not compete with P. cineraricofolium 
in culture for profit. Its yield is not 
one-third of the latter, notwithstand- 
ing its larger heads, It produces but 
few good heads the second year, and 
its flowering is so gradual that all the 
heads are not ready for gathering at 
one time. Experiments with P. ros 
eum in New York state were fairly 
satisfactory ; the plants failed to bloom 
‘he first season, but endured the 
winter unharmed and gave a profuse 
crop of blossoms the second season, 
Trials of powder made from these in- 
dicated as much strength as, or more 
than that of the California powder.

Natural Gas Production. 


Growing confinement of the con- 
sumption of natural gas to domestic 
use ia noted in the annual report of 
Special fom Joseph D. Weeks of 
the United States Geological Survey. 
The only state in which its use for 
manufacturing purposes increased in 
1893 is Indiana, The total value of 
natural gas consumed in the country 
in the og was $14,346,250, against 
$14,800,714 in 1892. Higher prices 
charged for the gas in 1893 was the 
cause of the decrease. The greatest 
value of the gas consumed in any one 











year was $22,629,876 in 1888, ince 
that time there has been a gradual 
decline, with an aggregate of about 


$8,300,000 less for last year than 1888. 

All states show a falling off in the 
value of coal or wood displaced by 
the use of gas. The amount of this 
reduction in Pennsylvania was $430,- 
000; in Ohio, $48,000; and Indiana 
about $1,300. The reported number 
of feet of pipe laid increased during 
the year to 11,989,657 in Pennsylvania, 
5,720,373 in Indiana and 1,404,098 in 
Ohio. The largest froduction of the 
gas in Pennsylvania was $19,282,376 
in 1888, since which time it has fallen 
to $6,488,000. Ohio showed the largest 
falling off in production for the year, 
For 1892 the amount was $32,136.- 
000, while in 1893 it went down to 
$1,510,000, 

The most important gas fleld in any 
state is shown to be in Indiana, whose 
estimated area of productive gas ter- 
ritory is about 2,500 square miles. 
While the supply is falling far below 
the demand in other large gas fields 
it is declared to be well sustained in 
Indiana and supplies are being ob- 
tained from the state by factories lo- 
cated in other gas territories. Ihe 
value of the product consumed in the 
state in 1893 was $65,718,000, against 
$4 716,000 in 1892. Gas consumed in 
Kentucky was valued at $68,500 and 
in Oalifornia $62 000. 

Reports show that in addition to 
the three states mentioned the gas is 
found in commercial quantities in New 
York, Illinois, Kansas, Missouri, West 
Virginia, Texas, Arkansas, New Mex- 
ico, Utah, South Dakota, Tennessee 
and Wisconsin.

Myrabolans Prospects. 


People in the myrabolans trade 
have good reason to be dissatisfied 
with this year’s season, for not only 
has the turn-over not been anything 
like as large as in previous years,but 
also the movements of prices have 
scarcely afforded any scope for spec- 
ulative operations, From the very 
first the demand has been a limited 
one, and values have continued to 
follow asteady decline, never rally- 
ing or making an attempt to recover 
lost ground. Oertainly the surround- 
ings of the article were moat unfavor- 
able to an improvement, and the crop 
reports reaching us from the other 
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ardly suited to inspire specu- 
lators with strong ‘“‘bull’’ ideas. 
The financial crisis from which 
India has been suffering for some 
time, in consequence of the 
everlasting silver and exchange 
question, may be regarded as the 
primary cause for the existence of 
this unsatisfactory season; the mis- 
trust created everywhere, | and the 
feeling of uncertainty as to the ex- 
tent of these financial qounies had a 
depressing effect upon trade generally, 
from which the leather, tanning, and 
dyeing trades formed no exception. 
Above all things an Indian speculator 
in myrabolans requires for his oper- 
ations isa somewhat steady rate of 
exchange on which to base his cal- 
culations—a rate of exchange which 
will allow him to offer the natives a 
tempting price for penetrating into 
the jungles in search of the desired 
nuts. In this respect myrabolans 
are more dependent upon the 
fluctuations of exchange than most 
articles, for if no :emunertive equiva- 
lent can be held out to the natives no 
collecting will be made, and the 
young nuts are left to rotin the jun- 
gles. ‘his shows that the extent of 
supplies almost entirely depend upon 
the steadiness of the rate of exchange 
and not so much on theactual growth. 
‘The value of the rupee having fluct- 
uated, as we all know, most erratic- 
ally for some time, having ia its wild 
jumps touched unprecedentedly low 
levels, it was a matter of impossibility 
for dealers and shippers in India to 
form a safe basis for their circula- 
tions, and many,an eager speculator 
was therefore compelled to restrict 
his operations and to follow a close 
hand to mouth policy. The volume 
of business naturally suffered there- 
from. No support could be given on 
this side to any attempt to establish 
an improvement in values, for theex 
ceptionally bad trade greatly limited 
the use of myrabolans and rendered 
their sale very difficult. Hence the 
comparatively large stocks still in the 
hands of dealers and consu ‘ners, and 
hence, also, tho low prices we have 
witnessed this season, Jubblepore I, 
have recently been done at 68 6d 
landed—a price which has never been 
touched before, and which should be 
low enough tottmpt the most timid 
speculator. The season in India is 
quickly drawivg to an end, a few 
weeks more and the monsoon will 
seriously interfere with further eship- 

ments and ee off supplies 
from the interior. his can hardly 
fail to exercise a strong influence up- 
on the tendency of our market, and 
although no rapid strides toward re. 
covery can be expected, owing to the 
abeence of better trade, yet a decided 
turn for the better is likely to set in. 
—London Com. Herald, 
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Phosphates in Algeria. 


A new and important industry has 
sprung up in Algeria, consequent on 
the discovery of workable beds of 
phosphates in various parts of the 
colony. Inthe department of Oran 
the most important are at Inkerman 
(Oued Riou) at Rio Salado, and at 
Kona, dear Mascara. Atthese three 
places during 1892 1,614 tons of phos. 
phate of lime were extracted, and 440 
tons exported. In 1893, 1,967 tons were 
extracted, and 1,120 tons exported, 
There are many other deposits which 
only require capital and enterprise 
for their development, 

This, however, is nothingin com- 
parison to whatis being done in the 
department of Oonstantine by a 
Glasgow firm. Their quarries are sit- 
uated in Djebel Dyr, about 16 kiloms. 
N. W. of ‘Lebessa, at 1,509 meters al. 
titudes where the deposits are said 
to be inexhaustibie. I bave not my- 
self seen them, but I quote a descrip. 
tion cent to me by the firm under 
date February 12 1894: 

“The exportation of phosphates 
from this province has, up to the 
present, been comparatively unim- 
portant, amounting in all to about 
7,v0u tons, ai! of which came from our 
mine. Weare, however, busily en- 
gaged completing a branch railway 
of over 12 kiloms. in length, connect- 
ing the mines with the Bone Guelma 
line ata point about 16 kiloms, be- 
fere arriving ut Tebessa. We expect 
to have this fi'ished about April, 
when we will be able to turn outa 
very large quantity, say between 200 
ana 300 tons daily. The quality is 
very superior, being almost entirely 
fres from iron and- alumina, and its 
couversion 1D10 superphosphate has 
given, by uil who have tried it, the 
wmivst saticfactory results, The yield 


of tiibaric phosphate of lime is be- 
tween 60 per Cont, and 70 per cent, 
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and In this respect is not so rich as 
some of the phosphates at present 
being worked in the province of 
Oran, and which run from 70 per 
cent. to 86 per cent. 

“The latter, however. are of limited 
extent, oceurring principally in 
pockets or grottoes. whereas the 
phesphate deposits of Tebessa oc- 
cupy avery large urea, with a con- 
tinuous thickness of from 2 meters to 
8 metres. If account be taken of 
seams less rich, say 45 per cent, to 60 
per cent. of tribasic phosphate . 
lime, these deposits may be. said to 
be inexhaustible, but the lower qual- 
ities cannot, at present prices, be 
worked profitably, and will therefore 
have to remain dormant for many 
years until the richer deposits are 
exhausted.’’ 

Another Scotch company, of 
Leith, has got a concession at Dje- 
bel Konis, 2,300 hectares in extent, 
for 36 years, at a yearly rent of 30¢ 
per ton. ‘These are at 1,000 meters 
above the sea-level. The amount of 
phosphate there existing has been 
estimated at 40,000,000 tons, aver- 
Sp ls percent, It will be neces. 

owever, to lay down a railway 
about 26 kiloms, in length, and when 
that is done 200 tons per diem can be 
extracted and sent off. It is calcu- 
lated that the phosphates can be de- 
levered in England at a cost of 27s. 
per ton, all costs included, which 
would seem to promise a fair margin 
of profit, if as, is maintained, it is 
saleable at 35s. per ton. 

The whole of the tableland between 
Oran and Tunisia seems to abound 
with phosphates move or less work- 
able, which are full of bones and 
shark’s teeth, but owing to their 
softness it is impossible to pick them 
out entire. 
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Method of Determining the Moisture 
and Oil in Linseed Cakes.

The gas from the tap is led first 
through two drying bottles, filled, one 
with soda lime and one with chloride 
of calcium, and enters the apparatus 
by thetube in a perfectly dry state. 
It passes along the upper chamber, 
where it is heated, and then through 
a tube connecting the upper and 
lower chambers. It arrives at the 
lower chamber both hot and dry and 
passes along, drying on its way the 
samples (usually one gram each) con- 
tained in the little aluminum boats, 
eight of which can be accommodated 
on the carrier. The gas leaves the 
apparatus and may be burnt. 

The flame of this little Bunsen keeps 
the water in the thimble-shaped cup 





briskly boiling. The water in the 


thimble (about % ounce) is kept con- 
stantly at the level bo its connection 
with the automatic cistern connected 


with the bath by a tube, which is bent 
downwards and up again 80 as to pre- 


vent hot water from passing back in- 


to the lower section of the cistern. As 
soon as the level of the water in this 


lower section falls below. the mouth 
of the tube, a bubble of air passes up 
the tube into the upper cistern, and a 
corresponding quantity of water flows 
into the lower section and restores 
the level of the water. A small hole 
into which an upwards bent tube is 
fitted, allows air to enter the lower 
section, The object of the upturned 
tube is to prevent water from spilling 
out of the airhole, when the appatus 
is carried about, This cistern con- 
tains more than a day’s supply of 
water, and gives no trouble, and is 
supported along with the bath, on a 
light iron frame. The inside ‘of the 
bath is thus constantly full of steam, 
which e:capes by a hole at the top 
about 316 of an inch in diameter. 
The bath is made of copper, but its 
entire surface is protected against 
contact with the surrounding air by 
means of asbestos sheeting % inch 
thick. 

The temperature in the upper 
camber is thus kept constantly at the 
boiling point of water, and notseveral 
degrees below it, as is usually the case 
in even the best water baths, By 
means of this small apparatus, eight 
one gram samples of cake can be 
dried within two hours. They arere- 
moved by drawing out the carrier, 
transferred to an exsiccator, and 
weighed in the aluminum trays, whose 
weights are known and deducted, 
thus giving the moisture. The re 
sults are perfectly accurate, and the 
cost in gas is very emall—only about 
one cubic foot per hour. 

The samples are now ready to have 
their oil extracted and estimated. 

It is notessential that the last traces 
of moisture should be removed before 
the oil is extracted. If the sample is 






dried for half the time required to 
completely dry it, it is in a suitable 
condition for oil extraction. Nine- 
tenths of the moisture will have gone 
by that time, and the presence of 
One per cent. of moisture does not 
appreciably affect the amount of oil 
extracted. 

I prefer to take the samples whose 
moisture I have estimated, and which 
are completely dry, because I have a 
method of extracting oil by which 
even very small quantities of oil can be 
accurately estimated. and which 
possesses the further advantage of 
being more rapid than any other 
method that I know of. 

Solvent for Oil in Oakes —Ether, 
bisulphide of carbon, or benzene, are 
solvents usually employed, but as 
ether is the one which is most com- 
mon, most‘rapid. and most comfort- 
able to work with, I prefer it to the 
others It is alittle more expensive, 
but the quantity used in oil determin- 
ations is small; the additional cost is 
more than compensated by the ad- 
vantages mentioned. Ordinary pure 
ether, as supplied by wholesale chem- 
ists, having a specific gravity of 0°73, 
is sufficiently pure and dry for the 
purpose of ofl extraction ; but as most 
of the ether used is recovered by re- 
distillation in the laboratory and may 
contain water, it must be dried before 
being again used. This is sufficiently 
accomplished by shaking it up with 
chloride of calcium repeatedly for 
some days, and redistilling. 

Determination of Oil.—The oil may 
be determined either by directly 
weighing the oil extracted, or by 
weighing the dried substance before 
and after the oil is extracted, and de 
termining the oil by the difference of 
the two weighings. There are two 
objections to the former method. In 
the first place, the flask in which the 
oil is caught is itself very heavy and 
presents too great a surface; and in 
the second place, the evaporation of 
the residual ether in the drying cham- 
ber takes a long time, and the surface 
of the oil becomes covered with athin 
pellicle due to oxidation. The latter 
method is much to be preferred if a 
suitable apparatus can be had for do- 
ing the work simply and rapidly. The 
apparatus I have devised for that pur- 
pose is very simple, It consists of a 
set of brass tubes, polished smooth 
inside. In charging the tube, the 
first thing required is to drop into it 
a small disk of wire gauze, and then 
to insert a single or double wad of 
filter paper, which is cut to fit the 
tube tightly, and pushed hcme with 
aramrod. (I use a cork borer of the 
prover size for cutting the wads, and 
a piece of glass rod flattened out at the 
end while hot asaramroda,) The object 
of the wire gauze disk is to facilitate 
the flow of the ether through very 
fine powders, such as ground grain, 
and also to enable the sample to be 
removed from the tube more easily 
after the oil is extracted, In the case 
of oil cakes the wire gauze disk may 
be dispensed with. 

The sample is then poured in 
through a little metal funnel whose 
neck just fits the extraction tube. 
Any powder adhering to the funnel is 
brushed in with a camel hair brush, 
then another wad is patted in on the 
top of the sample, carrying with it 
any powder that might have adhered 
to the side of the tube and leaving 
the upper Ft of the tube clean and 
bright. he tube is now put into 
one of the as in the box, which is 
— awarming box and made of 
zinc. 

The holes, etc., are tubes which pass 
through the box from top to bottom, 
and are made a shade wider than the 
extraction tubes, which should drop 
in easily. As soon as the extraction 
tubesare filled they are dropped into 
these tubular openings, which are 
provided with a ledge at the base to 
sustain the extraction tubes. 

Hot water is poured into the box. or 
@ constant current of hot water may 
be made to flow through the box, by 
attaching these by means of tubes to 
a copper coil under which a Bunsen 
is burning at asafe distance. At first 
I used the circulation method, but 
now I prefer to have no gas burn- 
ing anywhere near the extractor Itis 
quite convenient to supply hot water, 
and withdraw the cooled water from 
time to time. Assoon as the extractor 
tubes are dropped into their places, 
ether is poured into them to within 
an inch of the top, and by the time 
that the tive tubes are thus filled the 
ether will be boiling in the first tube. 
A cork is now firmly fixed into each 
tube in suczession, thus preventing 
the ether vapor from escaping, and 
the presence of the confined vapor 
forces the boiling etherdown through 
the samples and out through the lower 
opening; into little bottles placed be.

due. The extractor [ use in my labo. 
ratory is fitted for ten tubes, and 
after a little practice the oil from the 
ten samples of cake can be extracted 
with itinone hour. The extraction 
of oil from @ sample, by means of 
Soxhlet’s apparatus, which is the ong 
chiefly used at present, takes about 
five hours, so that this little appara 
tus has a great advantage over it ag 
regards speed; but many compara 
tive tests have proved that it also has 
the merit of making a more thorough 
extraction of oil. This is due to the 
fact that the extraction is made with 
boiling ether, and that no olly ether 
that has once been washed throughis 
able to run back upon the sample 
again, asis the case with Soxhlet’ 
apparatus. In extracting the oj] 
from some substances, such as grain 
or other starchy powders, the resist- 
ance to the passage of ether is g9 
great thateven a tightly fitting cork 
is apt to be blown out by the pressure 
ofthe vapor. In such cases I use 
caps with a cork washer inside, which 
fit on to the top of the tubes with 4 
screw of half a turn which is very 
rapidly adjusted. 

When the oil has been completely 
extracted, the removal of the sampk 
is a neat and easy operation. It is 
done by inserting the cut end of tix 
glass ramrod into the opening ani 
slowly pushing out the sample (wad 
and all) into a weighed aluminoun 
capsule. The wad? are now removed, 
after brushing off any particles of 
powder adhering to them with a 
camel-hair brush, and the dry powder 
after exposure for a short time tos 
temperature of 100° O., is cooled in an 
exsiccator and weighed. The differ. 
ence between that and the former 
weighing is the weight of the oil ex- 
tracted, 

It is evident that the accuracy of 
the oil determination by this method 
depends upon the accuracy of the de. 
termination of the moisture; but a 
by the method above described the 
moisture can be accurately determin 
ed, there is no danger, if that method 
is adopted, of making any error i 
the estimation of the oil. In estimat 
ing moisture in the ordinary way iti: 
considerably underestimated, usually 
to the extent of one-twentieth or more, 
and in such circumstances which is 
underestimated in the moisture is 
usually added to the oil; for the cou- 
mon practice is to determine the per 
centage of moisture in one part of the 
sample, the percentage of moisture 
and the oil together in another, and 
subtract the former from the latter, # 
as to give the percentage of the -. 

It thus happens that in the analysis 
ofan ordinary linseed cake differ 
ences of two or even three per cell 
are not unusualin the percentage? 
oil found by different analysts. 

I have submitted this method tos 
1 long series of tests in my laboratory 
during the past winter and I have 
been so satisfied with the accuracy 
and uniformity of the results obtaipel 
by it and with the simplicity and! 
pidity of the whole process that I oo 
dially recommend it to agricultur 
chemists in America and especially 
to those who have small laboratories 
and a large number of samples to 8 
alyze,

Process in the Condensation of Soot aud 


the Manufacture ef Lampblack. 


This branch of the chemical indus 
try is of a somewhat ancient date, b! 
contrary to what one might suppos 
fcom this fact, it is far from havidg 
attained the degree of perfection ° 
which other relatively modern indi 
tries can boast. Am 

Until 1850 we may say that D0 
portant improvement bad been oil 
duced, However, about this tim 
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new method for condensation of soot 
was invented, owing to hich the 
lampblack industry acquired truly in- 
dustrial developments. To aid this 
extension new material was found in 
the refuse of gas works and petroleum 
refineries, which made the old method 
hitherto employed empirically, based 
upon the employment of resin, unpro- 
ductive. The fleld of scientific re- 
search which regards the formation 
and property of lampblack remained 
almost completely to be described. 
The analysis of solid products ob- 
tained from the imperfect combustion 
of some substances gave the follow- 
ing results:

Irrespective of the value which soot 
from fires supplied with coal may have 
from the point of view of the extrac- 
tion of lampblack, W. Forster dem- 
onstrates that the working of this 
product is also interesting from the 
agricultural point of view. This au 
thor found 11°65 per cent. of sulphate 
of ammonia. 


To obtain lampblack from tar and 
hydrocarburets various arrangements 
have been invented and patented by 
Messrs. A. Pidelaserra, Binney, 
Schneller and Wisse, but as regards 
the application and working of which 
we have no accounts, 

With regard tothe manufacture of 
lampblack with paraffin oil, as a rule 
100 kilograms give fifty to sixty cubic 
meters of gas. Each retort produces 
during twenty-four hours 300 to 400 
cubic meters. The tar produced dur. 
ing gasification is sufficient for heat- 
ing the retort, Each combustion ap- 
paratus is arranged according to the 
patent of Otto Thalwitzer and con- 
sumes eight cubic meters per hour, 
giving 06 to one Kilogram of lamp- 

lack, according to the way in which 
the lamp is regulated. The minimum 
production corresponds with the best 
quality of black, so that we may 
reckon that the production of lamp- 
black of the finest quality represents 
2% per cent. of the paraffin, and may 
attain $6 per cent. when the quality 
required is less perfect. 

Otto Thalwitzer invented a furnace 
in which direct combustion of the 
hydrocarburets is obtained. The sub 
stance pulverized in covered part of 
the vault in the wallruns directlyintoa 
long duct after having been burnt. 
The gas arriving in the condenser 
comes into contact with the pipes in 
which water circulates, and there de- 
posits the lampblack held in ~~ 
sion, Experiments made have dem 
onstrated that itis possible to obtain 
25 per cent. of a good quality lamp- 
black, but the expensiveness of ma- 
terial has prevented general employ- 
ment of the apparatus. 

The best inventions dealing with 
the condensation of soot comprise, 
not only all the attempts to avoid the 
loss of black, but also to remedy the 
inconvenience eaused in large towns 
and the mode of utilizing the soot 
which escapes from the chimneys of 
80me metallurgic works, 

The experiments made can be di- 
vided into two classes. In one we 
have the expedient based upon the 
employment of a liquid or reagent, 
which tends to produce precipitation 

ofthe fine soot transported by the 
Saseous current, whilst in the other 
Class similar results were studied by 


giving a wider superficies of conden- 
sation to the chambers. 

Amongst the arrangements which 
belong to the first category we must, 
before all. mention some inventions 
es, regarding the manufacture 
of lampblack by Albert Lintner, of 
Weissensels, ey consist in the as- 
piration of the gases of the condensa- 
tion chamber through a series of oth- 
er small compartments, on the side 
of which are elternate jets of water 
and steam, so that after veing satu- 
rated with steam it encounters a 
shower of water, which conveys the 
black on to the pavement. © ap- 
paratus of Benoiste and Comolli is 
based upon similar principles. 

M. P. Dewey considers it useful to 
make the smoke pass through petro- 
leum, or some other oily substance, 
where the black is readily saturated 
and consequently retained. We can- 
not deny tke utility of this method, 
but probably the expense and the 
— of fire will prevent its applica- 

on, 

Gontard endeavors to obtain the 
same result by rotary discs arranged 
in the smoke ducts, which dip into 
the liquid so that the gas may come with 
into contact with the bathed surface. 

O. Wasserman applied the principle 
upon which the Segner wheel is based 
to aspire the gas and humect the 
solid particles contained. Then the 
gaseous current 18 passed across a 
wire gauze to separate the soot com- 
pletely. 

L. Rossler and H. Reinhard em- 
ploy an arrangement similar to the 
spiral reflector already successfully 
tested by Werner Siemens. For this, 
whilst the latter utilizes centri- 
fugal motion to agglomerate the 
carbonaceous particles, the authors 
in question convey the smoke across 
a tube in which there is a spiral an- 
imated with a whirling motion, and 
acting on the center of the hquid, 
which causes condensation. 

Toincrease the condensation area 
of the lampblack compartment, E, 
Schlosser and E. Ernst employ a 
spiral tube with air and fresh water 
circulating inside. The system in- 
vented by B Rosing seems much more 
efficacious, which consists in fixing 
in the pipes parallelly with the cur- 
rent of gas,a number of wires sus- 
pended loosely to a network spread 
above. On these wires the carbon 
and ash are deposited; they are then 
shaken off and collected from suit- 
able opening, provided that the 
draught be suppressed. 

Several other systems have been 
invented for the same object. We 
shall, however, content ourselves 
with mentioning the experiments of 
Mesers. Irvine and Mitchell regard- 
ing the possibility of obtaining rapid 
condensation of soot by means of an 
electric discharge. In a glass case, 5 
by 4 by 4 feet, two iron plates are 
fixed furnished with points directed 
one against the other at a distance of 
two to three feet. With the exception 
of the extremities of the points all the 
surface is coated with an insulatin 
gum lac varnish. The case is fille 
with the preducts of combustion of 
resin oil. The smoke is so dense that 
alight placed against the opposite 
side is invisible, and remains thus 
for two hours. The iron plates are 
in communication with a dynamo, 
and when the current is established 
the solid particles contained in the 
smoke are attracted to the points or 
repelled ; thus that they are collected 
in two or three minutes making the 
air clear. Whea electricity can te

In three 
instances thie ash was almost entirely 
magnesia, and in the fourth contain- 
ed calcium in addition. 

This leaves but little doubt that in 
the case of these four samples, mag- 
nesia or the carbonate of magnesium 

been added in the process of 
manufacture to neutralize the acidity 
of the whey during crystallization, 
with the result that lactate of magnes- 
ium crystallized out with the milk 
sugar. Since many metallic salts, 
including those of magnesium, are 
known to coagulate milk, some neu 
tral a lactate was prep red.

Petroleum Fields Report. 


From the monthly report of field 
operations compiled by the scouts of 
the Oil Oity Derrick, we make 
the following extracts: The new ter- 
ritory that appeared promising early 
in the year has not materialized; 
some of it has been condemned as 
worthless by the developments of the 
past month, while some remains s'ill 
in an experimental condition. Glen 
Hazel, in Elk county, has had its 
northern extention pretty thoroughly 
cut off, but still holds forth induce. 
ments for a northeast and southwest 
belt. The Ormsby field in McKean 
county, is being operated in a con- 
servative manner and there are few 
p> done to venture any great way in 
advance of present developments. 
Finleyville original well in Washing: 
ton county seems to have been com- 
pletely hemmed in on all sides with- 
out finding any outlet. Another 

usber was found in the Grubbs 
Fistrict during April, but the dry 
hole list was further increased by 
four, making six oil producers and 
93 dry holes thus far in the field, 
There is only one well drilling now in 
this district ahd prospectors are in- 
clined to desert the fleld altogether. 
The North Washington pool in But- 
ler county, is rapidly forging ahead 
and a large area of fair sized terri- 
tory is expected to result. 

cDonald bas completed 1,360 wells 
to date and only 128 of them were des 
titute of oil in paying quantities. The 
field supplied a few sensations the 
past month and still invites the atten 
tion of the capitalist, as revealed by 
the fact that 66 rigs and drilling wells 
are now under way within its borders, 
and that 32 new wells were completed 
during the past month. 

Mannington made a very small 
showing the past month. f nine 
wells completed, one was dry and: the 
new production was but 399 barrels. 
Seven productive wells in March sup- 

lied 1,325 barrels production, and in 

ebruary the same number was cred- 
ited with 1,180 barrels. 

In Wood county, West Virginia, a 
well on the O. M. Reed farm, south of 
the Ohio river, started flowing at a 
450 barrel a day rate from the Oow 
Run sand and attracted much atten- 
tion for a short time. Other wells 
have been started in its immediate 
vicinity, but itis not believed that it 
has the staying qualities to warrant 
much of a field. 

The wells completed in the various 
sub. divisions of the Southwest during 
April were asfollows; McDonald, 32 
wells completed, 4 dry, production 
1,076 barrels; Sistersville, 37 wells 
completed, two dry, production 1,990 
barrels; Mannington,nine wells com- 
pleted one dry hole, production 399 

arrels; Grubbs, five wells complet- 
ed, four dry, production 600 barrels; 
McElroy, in Doddridge county, West 
nia, five weils completed, pro- 


duction 316 barrels; t. Morris, 
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four wells completed, one’ dry, 
production 65 barrels; Murdocks- 
ville, five wells completed, one a 
production 65 barrels; Brush Creek, 
four wells completed, three dry, pro- 
duction 16 barrels; Wildwood, four 
wells completed, two dry, production 
22 barrels; Orafton, six welle com- 
pleted, two dry, production 520 bar- 
rels; Washington. one well completed, 
dry; Finleyville, eight wells complet- 
ed, seven dry, production five barrels; 
Wood and Pleasant counties, West 
Virginia, five wells completed, three 
dry, production 165 barrels. Nothing 
of importance occurred in the fields 
of Southeastern Ohio, Nine wells 
were completed at ern with 147 
barrels production, ainst two in 
March with 55 barrels production. 
Of the six wells completed at Macks- 
burg four dry. 

Increased activity is apparent in 
the Lima oil fields of Ohio and In- 
diana, as well us in Pennsylvania. 
The number of wells completed in 
the Hoosier flelds was less in Apri! 
than in March, but in the Buckeye 
State they were greater. The new 
pools of any magnitude have been 
added to the productive area, but the 
bulk of the drilling is within defined 
territory. 

In Indiana 80 wells were completed 
io April, with 3,176 barrels produc- 
tion, and the dry holes were 16. As 
compared with March, this was a de 
crease of 23 wells completed ; 420 bar. 
rels production and nine dry holes. 
The Indiana fields completed 103 wells 
in March, with 94 of them dry, anda 
new production of 3,596 barrels. 'here 
were 90 wells finished in January, 
with 2,361 barrels production, and 112 
wells in February, with 3,099 barrels 
production. The new operations for 
April consist of 66 drilling wells and 
4U rigs, a total of 96, and an increase 
over the March figures of 18 drilling 
wells and six rigs, The report for 
March revealed a falling off of 34 
drilling wells and four rigs, as com- 
pared with February, while February 
showed a net increase of 11 over the 
January operations. There were 34 
rigs and 38 drilling wells in the Indi- 
ana fields at the close of March, 72 
drilling wells and 38 rigs at the close 
of February ; 63 wells drilling and 36 
rigs at the close of January, and 50 
drilling wells and 30 rigs at the close 
of December.

The progress of another week has 
failed to disclose any decided im- 
provementin the general market, in 
fact, in many instances the unrettled 
conditions ruling have resulted in 
marked shrinkages in values. The 
declining tendency of lard has 
not only caused an easier feeling 
and lower values to pervade the 
market of its oil product but 
has also influenced cottonseed oil 
causing a recession in values, Lin- 
seed oil is firmer in all positions with 
cocoanut tending upwards under an 
improved demand and light stocks. 
The vegetable oils are generally quiet, 
and the same might be said for the 
fish oils and mineral lubricants. 


Vegetable Olls. 

Linseed.—The market closes decid- 
edly firmer in all positions. Early in 
the week, however, sales were made 
of Western oil at 47c for May and 
June delivery,about 26,000 galls being 
placed at that figure. Later in the 
week it was rumored that nearly all 
of the cheap lots which have been de- 
pressing the market of late in the 
est had been purchased by city 
crushers for May, June and: July de- 
livery, the sales aggrecating several 
hundred thousand gallons at prices 
ranging from 46@47%c. Theeffect of 
the reports of these purchases has 
been to strengthen what had been a 
rather demoralized market, and at 
the close nothing better than 62c was 
quoted for city or leading western 
makes. There are possibly afew sec 
ond hand parcels that might be picked 
up under 62c, but these offerings are 
limited. In their monthly circular

The Adulteration of Yellow Ocher. 


Mr. W. G. —— in an article 
contributed to a ndon journal, 
gives some interesting facts respect- 
ing the extent to which yellow ocher 
is sometimes adulterated, and recom 
mends the following method of de- 
tecting such sophistication: The chief 
adulterants of yellow ocher, he says, 
are chalk (carbonate of lime), plaster 
of paris (that is, gypsum or sulphate 
of lime), heavy spar (sulphate of ba 
rium), and kaolin (china clay or sili- 
cate of alumina). To detect chalk— 
that is, calcic carbonate—put a little 
of the ocher in a suitable vessel, such 
as @ Wineglass, tumbler, cup or sau- 
cer, and then cover it with hydrochlo- 
ric acid—that is, spirit of salts of the 
oilshop. If the mixture effervesces, 
that fact indicates the presence ofa 
carbonate, since this effervescence is 
due to the escape of the carbonic acid 
gas present in the carbonate, Ifthe 
compound is simply a mixture of ox- 
ide of iron mixed with chalk (some 
cheap 80 called ochers are iron oxides 
stuck on a chalk base), this acid will 
ee. dissolve the ocher by con- 
verting the iron oxide into chioride 
of iron and water, and the chalk into 
calcic chloride and carbonic acid i. 
If, however, clay has also been added 
complete solution of the ocher will 
not be effected, but a white gelatinous 
mass is left. Boil this massin a test 
tube, and if it still remains undis- 
solved we know at once that the pig- 
ment under examination is somethin 
more than iron oxide and chalk, t 
may in fact be atrue ocher (iron ox- 
ide and clay), with the chalk added as 
the only adulterant. The presence of 
the latter body has already been de- 
termined, because we know that a 
pure ocher will not effervese—unless, 
of course, & small portion of calcic 
carbonate is present naturally.

Clarification of Oils. 


Many methods have been proposed 
for the clarification of oils, which, al- 
though variable from the point of 
view of their value, can in certain 
cases be employed with profit. Gen- 
erally filtration is adopted, either 
through clarifying substances or on 
special filters. Amongst clarifying 
substances we must mention animal 
black, charcoal, kaolin, stearite, plas- 
ter of paris, magnesite, clay, alumina. 
The oils are stirred with these sub- 
stances in variable proportions of 1 
per cent, to 6 per cent., then filtered 
on woolen bag filters. If a first fil- 
tration does not give clear oil the op- 
eration must be repeated. Thus the 
oil is well clarified. but there is at 
waste owing to the loss resulting 
from the absorption of porous sub- 
stances. There is also an inconveni- 
ence to which attention has not been 
sufficiently directed when animal 
black and, in particular, charcoal, are 
employed; itis the oxidation of the 
fata by the oxygen contained in the 
pores of these charcoals. Thisincon- 
venience can, it is stated, be avoided 
by previously washing the charcoal 
with alcohol, 

Sometimes 
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is formed in the very center of the oil 
kept in a state of agitation. Thus 
tanning substances are mingled with 
the oil like extracts of sumac, nut 
gall, etc., and when all is perfectly 
mixed acetate of alumina or acetate 
of lead is added so as to preserve an 
excess of tannin. To facilitate the 
deposit of the precipitate. plaster of 
paris 1s added. Sometimes gelatine 
or albumen are employed as precipi- 
tates; these substances even succeed 
in some cases, 

As a filtering substance newly pro- 
posed in oil making we may mention 
cellulose and asbestos, with which fil- 
ters are made similar to those em- 
ployed for beer. Thus limpid clear 
olls are obtained beautiful by their 
brilliancy. In order that these filters 
may fully realize expectations the oils 
filtered must not be too much charged 
with inert substances. When treat- 
ing such oils they must be firstly clar- 
ifled by decantation and finally fil- 
tered on cellulose, 

We must also mention the clarifica- 
tion of oils by centrifugal power, in 
apparatus similar to those for cream- 
ing milk, In this way very clear 
bright oils are made.—A, M, Vi in 
Les Corps Gras. 
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TRANSPORTATION NOTES. 


The obnoxious classification, No. 
12, of the Joint Rate Committee of the 
Trunk Line and Oentral Traffic Asso- 
ciations, ended on the 30th ult , and 
on May 1 new classification, No. 13, 
went into effect. Most of the objec- 
tionable features of the old elassitica- 
tion have been omitted in the new, 
the principal ones thus left out venee 
the words “not negotiable” in the bil 
of lading; the general release and the 
provision classifying one, two and 
even three classes higher-in case the 
shipper did not sign away in advance 
all right to sue for damages if his 
goods were lost or destroyed. This is 
said to be the most important victory 
a gained by shippers over rail- 
roads. 


The United States courts at Phila- 
delphia have decided that no State 
can levy a tax on interstate business. 
This decision, if it is accepted by 
other States, will exempt the largest 
part of the business of the trunk 
lines from taxation.

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as the level of the water was lowered 
there was a slight increase in the 
uantity of oil upon the surface, while 
e water iteelf had a stronger odor 
and flavor of petroleum, It is worthy 
of note that the lower end of the 
suction pipe of the pump was within 
a feet of the bottom of the well, and 
that the presence of oil globules in 
the water therefore indicated that 
the petroleum was by no means con- 
fined to the stratum of water which 
we had previously removed by the 
use of a bucket, as already described. 
Finding that in consequence of the 
recent heavy rainfall the quantity of 
water flowing into the well was such 
that several days would be occupied 
in emptying the well with the existing 
ump, we decided to postpone our 
spection of the interior of the well 
to a later date, and meanwhile to di- 
rect our attention to the collection of 
local evidence respecting the remark- 
able influx of petroleum into the well 
which was stated to have occurred in 
1892. We accordingly had interviews 
with Eliza Bryant, who first discov- 
ered the presence of the oil in large 
quantity on the occasion in question ; 
with Frederick Oram, general con 
tractor for — on the Ashwick es. 
tate, who assisted in the pumping out 
of the water, the collection of the oil 
and the subsequent cleaning of the 
well; with Alban Jones,who took part 
in the work, and with Mr, Heard, of 
Messrs. Wainwright & Heard, agents 
for the Ashwick estate. We were pre 
vicusly in possessi n of a written 
statement by Dr. Wade of the circum- 
stances of the case, and this, together 
with the other evidence collected, will 
be found in the appendix. It will be 
noted that the whole of the state- 
ments were in harmony, and we may 
remark that they were made ina 
manner which impressed us very fa- 
vorably. As regards other indica- 
tions of the presence of petroleum in 
the locality, we were fortunate in 
meeting the Rev. G. H. de Fraine, 
vicar of Stoke St, Michael (Stoke 
lane), who furnished us with the in- 
formation given in the appendix. 
This gentleman, who had seen the oil 
from the Ashwick well, not only as- 
serted positively that he had found 
petroleum in the water supply of the 
vicarage, but from personal observa- 
tion confirmed the rumors that had 
reached us relative to the occurrence 
of petroleum in. the well in Giddy 
lane, to which reference has alread 
been made. Thespring from whic 
the water supply for the vicarage is 
taken is at a slightly higher elevation 
(710 feet) than the weil at Ashwick. 
Before ae we received from 
Dr. Wade a small specimen of the oil 
taken from the well. This, upon ex- 
amination, was found to be similar to 
the specimen already referredto. On 
February 3 we again visited Ashwick 
and found that, notwithstanding the 
continued rainfall, the efforts which 
had in the meantime been made un- 
der our instructions had been so far 
succeseful that the well only con- 
tained two to three feet of water. We 
made an attempt to collect from the 
water discharged from the pump suf- 
ficient oilfor an extended examina 
tion, but in consequence of the —— 
volumes of water which had to be 
dealt with this was found impraciica- 
ble, though sufficientof the oily film 
was obtained to confirm the previous 
observations. We then descended 
the well, and as faras the circum- 
stances of the case permitted we made 
a careful exrminationof it. The well 
is sunk in limestone, the —r part 
of the well being steined. It has an 
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uneven surface, resultin 
removal of the rock by blasting, and 
ite diameter varies considerably. The 
limestone is traversed by lines of dip 
and joint, and from one, near the bot- 
tom, we took a sample of red clay, 
which had the “smell of petroleum. 
The water at the bottom of the well 
was covered with a film similar to 
that which we had observed on sam- 
ples brought to*the surface, aud there 
was a slight odor of petrole- 
um in the well. We were unable to 
obtain any specimen of the rock at 
the bottom of the well for examina: 
tion, ia consequence of the depth of 
water above it. 

Itis a matter of common knowl- 
edge that indications of the occur- 
rence of petroleum have been met 
with in many localities in Great Brit- 
ain during past years, and it is also 
well known that considerable quan- 
tities of this oll have been found in 
the coal and shale measures in this 
country. The petroleum met with in 
coal and shale mines, specimens of 
which we have had occasion to exam- 
ine, differ greatly, however, from 
that which has been obtained from 
the Ashwick well. It is black or 
brownish black in color by reflected 
light; opaque, except in a thin stra- 
tum, when it has a dark brown color 
by transmitted light; viscid or semi- 
solid at common temperatures, owing 
to the presence of bitumen and par- 
affine, and usually of comparatively 
high density. 

On the other hand the specimens of 
the oil obtained from the well at Ash 
wick were transparent, of straw color, 
exhibited practically no fluorescence, 
and had an odor resembilog that of 
refined rather than of crude oil. The 

éneral character of the oil is in fact 
ndicated by the circumstance that 
the whole of the oil obtained was, af. 
ter simple filtration, burned in ordi- 
nary mineral oil lamps during the 
winter of 1892, and it is much to be 
regretted that two specimens. quite 
insufficient in quantity for such an 
examination as it would have been 
desirable to make, were ail that could 
be placed at our disposal, and were, 
as far as we could ascertain, 
all that remained of the origi- 
nal quantity. The petroleum rep 
resented by these specimens 
had aepecific gravity of 0°616 at 60° 
F., and a flashing point of 176° F. by 
the closed test (this is only an approx- 
imate result, the quantity not being 
sufficient to admit of the application 
of the Abel test). The bromine ab 
sorption was 126 per cent, and a sepa 
ration of solid hydrocarbons com- 
menced when the oil had been cooled 
to 28° F. The oil exhibited a slight 
acid reaction, but the metallic sodium 
and sodium nitru-prusside test indi- 
cated the absence of sulphur com- 
pounds. With so small a quantity 
available, it was impossible to carry 
out a fractional distillation, The 
analysis of the water from the well 
disclosed no feature of importance. 

As faras we are aware, no crude 
petroleum of this description had 
previously been discovered in this 
country, and the case is therefore in- 
vested with exceptional scientific in- 
terest. Similar oil has, however, been 
found elsewhere, and specimens have 
from time to time been examined by 
one of us. A straw-colored petroleum 
of considerably lower density than 
the Ashwick oil has been collected 
during past years from water wells 
near Parma io not inconsiderable 
quantities, and the town of Genoa 
is stated to have been lighted with 
this crude oil as far back as 1814. A 


from the | light-colored oil, not inferior in pu- 


rity to the Ashwick petroleum, has 
also been met with in Persia and 
elsewhere, and quite recently such 
oil has been found in India, two sam 
ples examined oo respectively of 
slightly higher and rather lower 
specific gravity than the Ashwick 
speciman and in some other respects 
apparently resembling it. 

In view of the unusual character of 
the petroleum from the Ashwick well, 
and of the questions which this not 
upnaturally raises, we consider it 
right to give publicity, through the 
medium of this report, to certain in- 
formation bearing upon the subject, 
which has most opportunely been con- 
veyed to us. The principal flow of 
oil into the well at Ashwick Oourt 
took place immediately after the oc- 
currence of an earthquake in the 
summer of 1892; and we have quite 
recently learned on what we regard 
as unquestionable testimony that 
after asimilar local disturbance which 
occurred last autumn, a water well in 
Wales was found to contain a con 
siderable quantity of petroleum. 
Several barrels of the oil were, it is 
stated, collected at the time, and the 
well was cleaned out, but since then 
the water has remained so much con 
taminated with petroleum that it can. 
not be used for the supply of the 
house. A sample of water drawao 
from the well during the last few 
days, and forwarded to us, is covered 
with a stratum of considerable thick- 
ness of oil, identical in color and 
odor with the Ashwick petroleum. 
We regard this as affording import 
ant confirmation of the satis- 
factory conclusions to which our 
investigation of the discover 
at Ashwick had tiled us. t 
will be interesting and instructive to 
compare the geological conditions 
under which these parallel cases have 
apparently occurred, and this we hope 
shortly to have the opportunity of 
doing. Meanwhile, however, we 
mention the circumstance because of 
its significance in relation to the 
quality of the oil. The remaining 
question to which we have to address 
ourselves, before proceeding to set 
forth our deductions and recommen 
dations, is that of the geology of the 
district. 

Ashwick Oourt stands on the higher 
beds of the carboniferous limestone, 
on the northern slopes of the Mendip 
Hills, the elevation being, as already 
stated, about 670 feet above the sea. 
The central line of the Mendips is 
formed of old red sandstone, reaching 
elevations of over 900 feet. From this 
ridge the strata dip to the south on 
the southern side, and to the north 
on the northern side. The northerly 
dip is the promees being 50° or more 
in many places in the neighborhood 
of Ashwick. It is not easy to deter- 
mine the dip of the limestone in the 
well itself. There are two lines of di 
vision traversing the rock—one dips 
to the north at an angle of from 70° to 
80° ; this contains the red clay,from one 
to two inches in thickness, already re- 
ferred to as yielding distinct traces of 
petroleum, ‘The elay resembles in 
appearance the new red mari of the 
district, and has probably been intro- 
duced fron. the surface by the down- 
ward percolation of water. The oth- 
er lines of division dip to the south 
east, at an angle of from 85° to 40°. 
These are probably joiut planes. If 
the latter are dip planes the beds 
must be reversed, having been bent 
over beyond the vertical line. In this 
case, boring from the bottom of the 
weil would reach beds higher in the 


geological series. It is degi 

to mention this point, but rable 
is no evidence in the neigh 
hood to support the supposition of in. 
version of the strata; at all p 
where the dip can be observed it jg to 
the north, and only a short distanog 
east of Ashwick the normal norther 
dip is seen. Further, the millaton, 
grit, which overlies the limestone, 
curs to the northeast of Ashwick, ang 
this passes under the coal measures 
of the Radstock coalfield. 

Between the millstone grit and the 
true carboniferous limestone thers 
are occasionally bands of shale with 
thin limestones—the Upper limestone 
shales."’ These are not known in the 
neighborhood of Ashwick, and if any 
= there at all the beds must be 

0D, 

The well at Giddy-lane, in whioh 
indications of petroleum have been 
observed, is also on the upper part of 
the carboniferous limestone, and is 
therefore on the same geological] 
horizon as the well at Ashwick, This 
lies one and three-quarter miles east 
of Ashwick, and at a rather lower e] 
evetion—about 560 feet. 

The spring south of Stoke-lane, 
from which the water supply for 
Stoke Vicarage is obtained, and 
which has also ylelded traces of pe. 
troleum, is rather over two miles E, 
8. E. from Ashwick, at an elevation 
of 710 feet, This spring is on the old 
red sandstone, bel g thrown out by 
some shaly beds in that formation, 
Only a short distance to the 
south of this spring occurs the 
great mass of bagaltic igneous rock, 
which is now largely worked at 
Moon’s Hill Quarry. The carbonifer. 
ous limestone of this district is over 
2,000 feet in thicknes; between this 
and the old red sandstone come a few 
hundred feet of shales and limestone 
—the “lower limestone shales,’’—so 
that the spring south of Stoke lane 
comes from beds which are about 
$3,000 feet lower in the geological 
series than that at Giddy lane, or than 
the water in the Ashwick well. This 
fact proves that indications of petro- 
leum are not here confined to one 
geological horizon; they have also 
also been observed occasionally in the 
coal measures, in strata ag far, geo- 
logically, above the Ashwick lime- 
stone as that is above the old red 
sandstone, 

If petroleum occurs in any large 
quantity in this district, it is proba- 
bly only in strata which have been 
continuously covered up by overlying’ 
impervious strata ever since their 
original deposition. All the rocks of 
the Mendip area have been folded and 
denuded, and their exposed edges 
have been exposed through long ge- 
ological ages; therefore any petro- 
leum which they may ever have con- 
tained has had every charntce of escap- 
ing. On the northern part of the Asb- 
wick estate we have the coal meas- 
ures; there the limestone beds are, 
and always have been, deeply covered 
with overlying strata, and would be 
reached at a vertical depth from 
the surface of about 1,200 feet; 
further north, beyond the limits 
of the Ashwick estate, the depth to 
the limestone rapidly increases.
